The Threatened Promulgation 
By His Holiness, the Pope, 





Being Generally Discussed By 
European Catholics. 


The Church Has Been Deprived of This 
Power Since the Advent of Emperor 
Emanuel Into Rome in 1870—Strength 
of the Church Party in the Italian Par- 
liament Slowly Increasing. 


LonpoN, May 16.—The threatened 
promulgation by the pope of the dogma 
that the temporal power of the pontiff, 
of which the church was deprived by 
the advent of Victor Emanuel into Rome 
in 1870, is ewential to the complete 
majesty of the vicegerent of Christ on 
earth, is the theme of general discussion 
in Catholic circles on the continent. 

The decision of sixty-six of the 100 
bishops whose views of the matter were 
solicited by the pope, that the present 
time is opportune for the declaration of 
this principle evinces a itive swerv- 
ing of popular opinion, for it is not to be 
presumed that these prelates have all, or 
even a considerable minority of them, 
gone contrary to the known tendencies 
of their flocks. 

The fact that the Italian bishops o 
p@ d the promulgation of the dogma 
nut to be taken as evidence of their be- 
lief that the occupant of the chair of St. 
Peter should be a temporal as well as 


a spiritual sovereign. The  cler- 
gy of Italy are placed in a 
position of such peculiar delicacy 


with regard to expressions of opinion on 
matters touching the relations of the 
church and the state that no positive 
declaration of approval could be expect- 
ed from them, while the laity have long 
since fallen into a state of apathy as re- 
gards both pope and king, owing to the 
unchanging condition of the antagonism 
between the Vatican and the Quirinal, 
which the lapse of twenty years has not 
sufficed to mollify, or even change in 
character. 

The church party in the Italian par- 
liament is slowly increasing in strength, 
and to this extent it may be said that 
the popular feeling in favor of the re- 
storation of the papal kingdom has 
grown, but it must not be assumed that 
because the people are not enthusiastic- 
ally on the side of the church, that they 
are earnestly supporting the position 
of the state. 

They have simply lost all interest in 
the matter because of the quiescence of 
the two opposing forces, and neither one 
ut the present condition of things can 
cliim the —- of the populace in 
its course. herefore, nothing short of 
overt hositilities between the Vatican 
and the government can arouse the peo- 
ple of Italy to active interest in the 
question whether the pope shall also be 
a king, or whether he shall remain as he 
is—a virtual prisoner in the largest pal- 
ace in the world. 

The greatest number of favorable re- 
plies to the pope’s circular, from any one 
country, came, as might be supposed, 
from Austria, where t sentiment in 
favor of the temporal sovereignty of the 
church is strong and ee among 
the people, andl Vertunal urnished the 
next highest, the rest being divided 
about equalfty among Germany, France 
and Spain.

Twenty-Eight Men Estimated 
to Be Entombed. 


One Hundred Men at Work Removing the 
Debris That Blocks the Gangway—lIt is 


the Disaster. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., May 16.--An ex- 
tensive cave-in occurred at noon Thurs- 
day in No. 8 mine of the Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre Coal company, at Ashley. 
Superintendent Dows, with 100 men, 
are in No. 1 gangway of the caved-in 
mine. They are working their way 


at work. 

Hugh McGlynn, who has just come 
out, :.cports that debris blocks up the 
gangway and that it is impossible to 
make any headway. Despite the heavy 
fall there is a good current of air passmg 
through the mines. There is a manway 
attached to the mine. Unless the men 
are hemmed in entirely they may be 
able to make their escape by this route. 

The number of men in the mine is es- 
timated at 28. Hundreds of people are 
collected at the mouth of the mine wait- 
ing news from below. The cave-in was 
caused by weakening of the props sup- 
porting the surface. 

The cave-in extends over a half mile 
syuare and includes a portion of the 
thickly seitlei village called Mafett’s 
Patch. A large number of houses have

few of then. have been Ladly damaged.

FLOURING MILL BURNED 


At Winona, Minn.—One of the Finest in 
the World—Loss $300,000. 

Wiyona, Minn., May 16.—A fire 
started in the fire room of the Winona 
Mill company’s immense flouring mill 
about 1 o’clock Thursday morning and 
destroyed the entire plant, including the 
mill and elevator. Total loss on the 
property is estimated at $300,000, and 
may exceed that, insured for $200,000, 
mostly in mutual companies. 

There were about 25,000 bushels of 
wheut in the elevator and 1,200 barrels 
of flour in the mill. The company em- 
ployed about 100 men. The mill hada 
capacity of 2,600 barrels, and was about 
the finest equipped building of the kind 
in the world.

NEW LIFE-SAVING BELT. 





The Invention for Saving Life at Sea 
Passed by the Berlin Patent Office. 

In nautical circles a newly-patented 
life-saving belt is attracting much af- 
tention. This new apparatus, which 
has ‘just passed muster at the Berlin 
patent bureau, is a hollow girdle, air 
and water proof, which is intended pri- 
marily for the use of ships’ crews. 

It claps around the body at the waist 
line, and in its empty condition is easily 
carried. To this girdle is attached a 
little iron flask, which contains car 
benic acid or carburetted hydrogen gas, 
the former mixed with from 10 to 20 per 
per~cent. of pure alcohol, in order tc 
prevent the chilling of the gases when 
quitting the flask. The hollow space in 
the belt has a capacity of 100 liters, ora 
litile less than 100 English quarts; 20¢ 
grains of fluid carbonic acid gas and 2¢ 
grains of alcohol are required to fill it. 

When the belt is to be used a con- 
veniently placed valve is opened and 
fills at once with the light gases. Anj 
automatic feather valve, placed at one 
side, prevents more than the proper 
amount from being transfused. Accord- 
ing to scientific principles, 100 liters of. 
gas will displace the same amount oj, 
water; that is to say, will support in the 
water a weight corresponding to 10 
liters, or, in other words, 100 kilograms. 

It is quite clear, therefore, that any 
human being equipped with. this girdle 
has every prospect of success in a con- 
test with the waves. On the high seas, 
of course, it is necessary, in addition t« 
this ‘girdle, to have a hermetically 
sealed" and water-tight sack in which 
several days’ rations can be placed, thai 
the swimmer may not die of hunger. 

The invenvion will be invaluable in 
all cases of accident on the water, like 
the disester at Samoa or the sinking of 
the Cimbria.—Chicago Herald.
